W ash ing to n Cit y, A p ril 24.—Mr. Jaraos 
D. W eeks has been emp loyed u nder the cen­ 
sus bu reau for a long tim e investigating 
the num ber, location and resu lts of strikes, 
in tho year 1880, which having been a p ros­ 
p erous year for tho cou ntry, he hardly rec­ 
ommends as a yoar in which tho best re­ 
sults of an investigation can bo obtained. 
Ho says tho workingmen wore slow to 
answ er tho inquiries sent out broadcast and 
most of the actu al figures ara from 
era 
p loyers, the emp loyes in some cases refus 
ing to give facts because they m ight 
bo 
used against them. W orkmen were inclined, 
he concludes, to m agnify a strike whil* 
emp loyers’ inclinations led them ju st tbs 
other way which is another reason why the 
figures and facts collected are not a* vr ’ * 
ablo as they should be. 
Of the total num ber of strikes—tho word 
being used to include both strikes and lock­ 
o u t s — rep orted in 1880, 
which was UiJ, 
Pennsylvania with 304, New York w ith lu i 
a nd Ohio w ith 05, are credited with 501, 
or 65% p er ce n t 
In the m ining and m anu­ 
factu ring states the strikes are more fre­ 
qu ent, while very infrequ ent in agricu ltu ral 
trades, where large bodies of men are not 
collected together. 
The sains is tru e of 
those engaged in p rofessional au d p ersonal 
■ervicea 
Domestic servants and the g reat 
body of unclassified laborers, which tw o 
grou p s include m ore than 72 p er cent, of 
those engaged in p ersonal and p rofessional 
services, do not strike a t all, or, a t least, do 
not strike in such a wa y as to get the fact 
into the p ap ers.

A Doable Hanging at Fo rt Sm ith. 
F ort S m ith , Ark., A pril 
*¿4—The two 


Indian territory murderers, James w asson 
and Joseph Jackson, were hanged here F ri­ 
day. 
Both men died protesting their in­ 
nocence, and Jackson denounced the witness 
in his case, whom he charged with perjury. 
The execution took place within the court 
house, and was witnessed by about 100 
deputy marshalls, guards and reporters. A t 
•J o’clock the prisoners were dressed and the 
death warrants read, after which they were 
marched to the scaffold. 
A short prayer 


was said, the ropes adjusted and both pris­ 
oners, bowing to the crowd, bade all a last 
farewelL 
A t h ’* tho trap was sprung, and 


the crimes of James Wasson and Joseph

Legran d, an d the father of her beau ti­ 
ful children . 
Beecher an d Theodore 
Tilton were realistic actors in the art of 
kissin g an d lov in g in their palmy day s; 
U good man y are liv in g who cou ld tes­ 
tify to this fact. 
Thin kin g it all ov er, 
“the woods are fu ll of them.” 
A v ery popu lar leadin g man in on e of 
the X ew York City theaters is n oted for 
bis lack of ability an d n atu raln ess in 
giv in g a stage embrace; off the stage 
he is perfect, howev er,. 
He gen erally 
seizes the han ds of the lady fiercely , or 
throws his arms abou t her mu ch as a 
bu tcher does to carry a dead sheep, 
an d his caresses are abou t as gracefu l 
as those of a Teu ton ic brewer’s wou ld 
be if lie were thru st u pon tin * stage su d­ 
den ly to perform the same act. 
The 
lady who is obliged to throw* her arms 
abou t, the n eck of her stage lov er an d 
cov er his face with apparen t kisses may 
be so repelled by an offen siv e person ­ 
ality that it is simply disgu stin g to all 
her sen ses. 
Probably tin * criticism in 
the morn in g paper will read: “Miss

- was cold ¿in d in differen t. 
She 
larked force an d v igor, an d w as alto­ 
gether u n satisfactory . ” 
Not man y y ears ago New York en ­ 
joy ed the performan ce of a n oted tra­ 
gedian .

Yo u a re no t suppo sed to l» e a Po la r 
bea r, a nd I ca nno t 
kiss a wild an imal!” 
Mile. Bhea an d Ba ra Jewett are 
gu ilty o f lifting the mo st temptin g 
faces a nd lips to the ey es of a cto rs; 
both are too lov ely to nppea r o therwise 
than n atu ral to the admirin g stage 
lov ers, an d all these actor lo v ers kn ow 
that the faces an d the lips they hold in 
su ch close embrace upo n the stage are 
as strictly “forbidden fru it ;” so close 
an d n o closer mu st be the rigidly en ­ 
forced ru le. 
The n rtors who hav e to 
come in to close prox imity to these ex ­ 
qu isitely modeled lips an d y et keep at 
a respectfu l distan ce deserv e the sy m­ 
pathy of the au dien ce, who can hardly 
comprehen d why they do n ot ben efit 
from the temptin g situ ation s.

When lessee of Wood’s 
Theater, at Cin cin n ati, there were fre­ 
qu en t trou bles abou t reserv ed seats, 
person s takin g seats that were reserv ed 
an d refu sin g to y ield them 
to their 
rightfu l ow n ers. 
On e ev en in g a Cin ­ 
cin n ati alderman , accompan ied by two 
women , came in to the theater an d 
seated themselv es in three seats that 
had been reserv ed an d for which a few 
min u tes later the rightfu l claiman t ap­ 
peared an d deman ded possession . 
The 
alderman —a large, coarse an imal—re­ 
fu sed to v acate, an d w as su rly an d bois­ 
terou s in an n ou n cin g liis in ten tion of 
retain in g the seats. 
The gen tleman 
with the checks for the seats was timid 
an d told the u sher he did n ot care to 
press the matter, that other places 
wou ld do. 
The u sher, howev er, had 
been giv en orders to report su ch cases 
to Mr. Mftcan lev himself, an d lie in ­ 
sisted u pon doin g so, in spite of the 
con ciliatory desire of the eheck-holder. 
311*. Macau lev appeared, an d, address­ 
in g the alderman in a su av e man n er, 
requ ested him to v acate the seats. 
He

Sprin gin g to his feet, Oon klin g asked 
what the Sen ator from Georgia had 
said con cern in g him. 
Gordon immedi­ 
ately repeated the lan gu age. Oon klin g 
then said: 
“If the Sen ator from Georgia say s 
that I ordered the chair to go on with

Their unifo rm con sists of a 
blue tunic wuth butto n* bearin g the 
a rm* o f the city o f Pa ris, 
trou sers, of a 
deeper sha de o f blue, riblied on tin * 
side with red. 
While o n serv ice in the* 
city the men wea r the cap of soldiers m 
the infa ntry serv ice, but x v hcu 
at fires 
they wea r a helmet o f brass with a 
black crest. 
A g o c d c le a n in g powder for show 
win dow s, a nd o ne w hich leav es n o dirt 


in the join ts, is prepared by moisten in g 
calcin ed magn esia with pu re ben zin e 
so that a mass i* formed su fficien tly 
moist to let a drop form when pressed, 
The mix tu re has to be preserv ed 2 11 
glass bottles with grou n d stoppers, 111 
order to retain the easily v olatile ben ­ 
zin e. 
A little of the mix tu re is placed 
on a wad of cotton an d applied to the 
glass plate. 
It may also be u sed for 
clean in g mirrors. 


A l l carpen ters kn ow' how soon the* 
bu tt en ds of chisel han dles split w hen 
daily ex posed to the blow's of a mallet 
or hammer. 
A remedy su ggested by a

in g or cu ttin g off1 the rou n d en d of the 
han dle so as to make it flat, an d attach­ 
in g by a few' n ails on top of it tw o disks 
of sole leather, so that the en d becomes, 
similar to the heel of the boot. The two 
thickn esses of leather will prev en t all 
fu rther splittin g, an d if, in the cou rse 
of time, they ex pan d or ov erlap tho 
w'ood of the han dle, they are simply 
trimmed off all arou n d. 
A c o r r e s p o n d e n t asked the S cien tific 
America n : “W hat kin d of pain t is 
best for pain tin g galv an ized iron ex ­ 
posed to the weather?

pears to ox idize between the pain t an d 
the iron , an d then pgels off, when lead 
or common pain t is u sed.” 
That paper 
replies: “On e of the best pain ts we 
kn ow' of for this pu rpose, where a dark 
color is n ot objection able, is common 
asphalt dissolv ed in 
tu rpen tin e 
or 
ben zin e. 
It is ex tremely ten aciou s, 
dries sopn , an d becomes v ery hard an d 
in solu ble by the action of su n light. 
I t 
is flex ible an d v ery du rable. 
Do n ot 
mistake it for coal tar.” 


A c c or di n g to Tredgold, the adhesiv e 
force of fresli-made glu e, cemen tin g 
together two pou n ds of dry ash, after 
bein g left for twen ty -fou r hou rs, was 
fou n d to lie 7 15 pou n ds to the squ are 
iu ch. 
W ith glu e which had 
been 
melted 
the 
adhesiv e 
power 
was 
redu ced to from 350 to 36 0 pou n ds to 
the in ch. 
The lateral adhesion of the 
fibers of a piece of Scotch fir, qu ite dry 
an d season ed, was fou n d to be 56 2 
pou n ds to the in ch; therefore with 
fresh-made glu e the wood w'ou ld hav e 
parted before the glu e. 
The stren gth 
of common glu e for coarse w ork an d to 
stan d the weather is in creased by addin g 
a little fin ely -pow dered chalk.

Among the latest novelties in bonnets 
are those with arched front; others 
have sq uare crown in the ex act form of 
a sugar-bag, with the lower edge turned 
upward, and then there are bonnets 
with crown so blocked as to appear 
fluted at its edge.

bonnet shows a front bent over the face; 
the capote is close fitting, and some 
bonnets are odd and ex travagant in 
formation and are naturally more or 
less becoming, according to the face of 
the wearer.

Like thousands of others, ho 
mistook his hot blood for wisdom and 
justice. 
Anger may be so gathered up, 
so regulated, so modified by common 
sense, as to become an impulse to good 
action. 
It may transform a common 
man into a hero. Even God himself is 
represented as “angry at the wicked.” 
Washington and Abraham 
Lincoln, 
when angry , arose to the height of 
justice; but this anger is one that has 
passed along the narrow 
path and 
through the wicket gate, whereas the 
temper of the thousands who are curs­ 
ing and stabbing and shooting is that 
broad road which leads to death. V hen 
Promotlieus in his love of the human 
race stole fire from Heaven to give it 
to 
mortals, 
he 
did 
not throw it 
down in the dry prairies, nor sprinkle it 
upon the roofs of men’s houses, but he 
placed it in the forge that human 
genius might melt ores and shape iron 
for endless service. 
W hat this kind 
divinity brought was fire under re­ 
straint. 
The city of Chicago had an 
opportunity for learning, some y ears 
ago, tin* meaning of fire when out on its 
broad road. 
Thus with anger. 
Our 
nation’s streets sprinkled almost daily 
with the blood of the murdered tell us 
what a brute temper is when it knows 
and seeks no association w’ith sense 
01* 
pity or justice. 
The Humane Society 
asks the thinking world to step be­ 
tween this unbridled temper and the 
domestic animals, betw een tho fury of 
some parents and their children, and it 
ought to entreat judges and juries to 
end, if possible, this bloodshed by rea­ 
son of criminal fits of passion. 
Ite- 
straint is a cardinal term as to all the 
appetites and passions, 
The number of 
persons who are half crazy in pursuit 
of money , ia pursuit of food for gluttony , 
of drinks of the most furious character, 
ia so large that they illustrate the 
greatness of the demand for a regulated, 
modified humanity , a humanity not run­ 
ning loose like w'ild horses, but toiling 


within the beautiful limits of reason. 
Nothing is more beautiful than man or 
woman whose great natural powers arc 
confined to these channels designed by 
the Almighty . 
All these recall the 
familiar couplet: 
T hough tleoji, y et c le a r; though gentle, y et not 
d ull; 
Strong w ithout rnge, w ithout overflowing, fulh 
In the temple of Apollo at Del phi a 
there wore two memorable inscriptions. 
One of them was the familiar one: 
“Know* thy self,” but the other was as 
grand, though uo longer i« it so popular: 
“Nothing in ex cess.” 
These two max ­ 
ims, if loved and obey ed, would make 
our cities celestial, our lives perfectly 
blessed, for' to know’ self would be to 
find in the soul tho true condition of 
real happiness; to have nothing in ex ­ 
cess would be to make all things a 
pleasure and passion itself 
a divine 
inspiration. 
But these inscriptions no 
longer appear uj» on any of our public 
buildings or gateway s.

have 
given place to the names of the builders 
and contractors.

parison with the general fading from 
the heart. 
Our y outh do not stiulv to 
know the grand heights and powers 
possible to self, nor the weak points of 
self to amend them, while the motto 
“Nothing in ex cess” is undreamed of as 
a sublime rule of being. 
Yet theso 
w’cre the two laws which helped make 
the Platos and Zenos of antiq uity , tho 
Franklins and Lincolns 
of 
to-dav. 
These are two other forms of that 
narrow path” which came with its 
beauty into the word-pictures of Jesus.

H O W T O A V O I D C O L D * . 
In an article with the catching title, 
“How to Avoid Colds,” Ha ll's Jo urna l 
o f Hea lth has this: 
“Phy siologists 
have said that if a few drops of tho 
blandest fluid in nature are injected into 
a blood-vessel 
against the 
current, 
death is an instantaneous result. 
Mil­ 
lions of canals and tubes from the inner 
portion of tho body open their little 
months at the surface, and through 
these channels, suj ceaseless as the flow 
of time, a fluid containing the wastes 
and impurities of the sy stem is passing 
outwards and is emptied out on the 
skin. 
This fluid must have ex it or we 
die in a few' hours. 
If it does not have 
vent at the surface of the body , it must 
have some internal outlet. 
Nature ab- 
lfors shocks as she does vacuum. 
Heat 
distends the mouths of these ducts, and 
promotes a larger and more rapid flow 
of the contained fluid; on the other 
hand, cold contracts them, and the fluid 
is at first, arrested, dams up ami re­ 
bounds. 
If the purest warm ny lk in­ 
jected against the current of the blood, 
kills in u moment, not from any chemi­ 
cal q uality , but from the force against 
tin* natural current, there need be no 
surprise at the ill effects of suddenly clos­ 
ing the mouths of millions of tubes at 
the same instant, causing a violence at 
every pin-head surface of the body . 
If 
these mouths are gradually closed, 
nature has time to adapt herself to tlm 
circumstances by opening her channels 
into the great internal ‘waterway s’ ot 
the body , and 110 harm follows. 
Hence 
the safety of cooling off slowly after 
ex ercise or being in a heated apartment, 
and the danger of cooling off rapidly , 
under the same circumstances, famil­ 
iarly known by the ex pression ‘check­ 
ing perspiration.’ 
“The result of closing the pores of 
the skin is various according to the di­ 
rection the shock takes, and this is al­ 
way s to the weakest p art; in the little 
child it is to tho throat, and there is 


c r o up or diphtheria; in the adult it is 
to the head, giving catarrh in the head 
or running of the nose; to the lungs, 
giving a bad cold, or, if very violent, 
causing pneumonia or inflammation of 
the lungs themselves; or pleurisy , in­ 
flammation of the covering of 
tho 
lungs; to the bowels, causing profuse 
and sudden diarrhoea, or to the cover­ 
ing of the bowels, inducing that rapid 
and often fatal malady known as peri­ 
toneal inflammation; if the current is 


B E E R l i t SE A SE. 


Ho w M. P a steu r hneered ed in D isco vering 
m R em ed y fo r the M a la d y. 
During the terrible day s of the su­ 
premacy of the commune in Paris, at 
the end of the Franco-Germ an war, 
say s a w riter in the Edinburgh Reritno , 
Pasteur was occupied in the laboratory 
of M, Duelaux , at Clermont-Ferrand, 
in study ing the diseases of beer with a 
view to attempt to raise French beer to 
tho higher standard of the German 
brewers. 
Beer is naturally more con­ 
ducive to disease than wine, oti account 
of the comparatively largo q uantity of 
gummy and saccharine matters which it 
contains in a state favorable to rapid 
decay . 
When the fermentation of tho 
wort of beer » ets in at tho high tem­ 
perature to which it is raised in mash­ 
ing, the liq uid req uires to be rapidly 
cooled. 
Ho long as it remains between 
tho temperature of 77 degrees and flu de­ 
grees of Fahrenheit’s scale it is peculi­ 
arly liable to l>e attacked by the in­ 
jurious ferments proper to acetic, lactic, 
and buty ric acids. 
If the must of beer 
w’ore spontaneously fermented like tho 
must of grape juice, an acid of putrid 
liq uid would invariably be produced in 
the place of beer. 
In the old process 
of what is technically known as high 
fermentation, wdiich is also the one that 
is still employ ed with the bitter beers 
and pale ales of England, the ferment­ 
ing liq uid w as kept in barrels at a tem­ 
perature ranging from (VI to 6 8 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
In the process of “low 
fermentation,” which is more generally 
employ ed by the brewers of Germany 
and France, a slow fermentation is 
established at a lower temperature, 
during which tho y east settles down to 
the bottom of the tubs and casks. 
The 
wort is then transferred to open tubs 
and tho fermentation is carried on at a 
temperature as low as 43 degrees Fah­ 
renheit. which is maintained by means 
of floating cy linders filled with ice for 
from ten to twenty day s. 
This low- 
f***mentation beer is principally pre­ 
pared in the winter season, and is pre­ 
served in ice caves until the summer. 
The cost of its production is on this ac­ 
count comparatively high. 
Tw'enty - 
two gallons of beer req uire something 
like two hundred weight of ice for their 
maturation. 
The wort of beer, after it 
has been raised to the foiling point, 
may be kept indefinitely if it be mix ed 
only with pure y east and if it be pre­ 
served from contamination with ex ­ 
traneous germs that are diffused through 
the air. 
Tho beers fermented and kept 
at low temperature to some ex tent ful­ 
fill this condition. 
By the employ ment 
of ice the brewer is able to meet the 


d e m a nd s of a long j>eriod of consump­ 
tion without any great risit of con­ 
tamination by accidental impurities. 
But Pasteur has introduced an addi­ 
tional safeguard, even more sure than 
the low-tomperatnre fermentation. 
He 
lias taught the brewers to bottle tho 
beer when the fermentation is approx i­ 
mately complete, and then to ex pose 
tho bottles a short time to a tempera­ 
ture ranging between 12*2 and 131 de­ 
grees Fahrenheit. 
By this manage­ 
ment all ex traneous germs of undesira­ 
ble ferments are killed, and the beer 
conseq uently remains sound for long 
periods of time. 
This is essentially the 
practice which is now pursued upon a 
very large scale, and which is familiarly 
known as the Pasteurization of beer. 
In addition to the adoption of this pro­ 
cess the principle chiefly insist***! upon 
Ify Pasteur is that tho wort shall be 
protected while cooling from all organ­ 
isms accidentally floating in tho air, 
and that the leaven used for the wort 
shall be absolutely pure and itself free 
from contaminating organisms. 
At the 
recent ex hibition of Amsterdam, M. 
Vellen, of Marseilles, showed bottles 
half full of perfectly clear beer which 
had been tapped at the opening of the 
ex hibition and left in this ex posed state 
to prove the keeping powers of the 
liq uid. 
This was beer which had been 
subjected to Pasteur’s method of pres­ 
ervation. 


determined to the liver, there^is obsti- 
nate constipation, or bilious fever, or 
sick headache. Hence, a ‘cold’ is known 
by a cough, when perspiration is driven 
inward, and is directed to the lungs; 
by pleurisy , when in the lining of the 
lungs; by a sick headache or bilious 
fever, when to the liver, etc.; diarrhoea 
or constipation, w'lien to the bowels and 
liver. 
“To avoid bad colds, then, it is only 
necessary to avoid closing the pores of 
the skin, either rapidly , by cheeking 
perspiration, or slowly , by remaining 
still until the body 
is thoroughly 
chilled, that is, until the pores are 
nearly or entirely closed by inaction in 
a coid atmosphere or room. 
In the 
m atter of health, these suggestions are 
of incalculable importance. ”

The reproduction of pictures by mechani­ 
cal means baa, within the last quarter of 
a 
century, become a very im portant induatry. 
Lithography, long its moat considerable 
branch, has in recent years been 
supplemented by photography 
and other 
nrocesses, which do away with the litho­ 
graphic stone have developed with arazin g 
rapidity. 
None of theea have equalled the 
excellence of photographs 
printed from 
negatives, but some of them have produced 
results that none but the expert can di-tin 
euish from direct photographs. 
They have 
greatly cheapened the cost of reproducing 
pictures, and hare proved an immense help 
to education, amusement, art and business. 
In all the “photo” and “type 
pro esses a 
negative la the first thing to be obtained, 
and in most of them this negative differs 
little from that used in ordinary photogra­ 
phy. 
By means of this negative the picture 
is fixed on the stone, metal or gelatine from 
which the impressions are to be printed in a 
hand or steam press. 
THE SECRET OF LITHOGRAPH V. 
Let us take first the stone or lithographic 
process, as that was the first to be developed. 
The secret of lithography, you know, lies m 
the aversion of grease for water. 
The 
greasy lines of the drawing keep tho water 
in the sponge passed over the stone from be­ 
ing absorbed by any but the uncovered 
part-* of the stona 
Then the parts thu> 
moistened repel the ink of tho roller passed 
over it, while the lines of the drawing are 
inked 
Tho paper placed on the stone is 
pressed down and thus printed. 
In photo­ 
lithography the photographic negative does 
the work of the artist who draws on the 
lithographic stone. 
First from the negative 
is printed a picture on a sheet of paper 
coated with a m ixture of albumen gelatine, 
etc 
This is transferred to the lithographic 
stone by means of ink and pressure. 
For 
an example of photo-lithography see Tho 
New York Graphic pictures. 
Much more 
delicate work, however, can be produce 1 by 
this process. 
As the pboto-llthography must b© printed 
in a sweial press and the process is slow and 
expensive, for much work it is desirable to 
have “cuts” that can bo 
u s e d in the ordinary 
printing press. Here photo-engraving comes 
into play. 
As now applied in this city, its 
results take three forms, which may be 
broadly designated as zinc etchings, stereo­ 
types and electrotypes. 
If a zinc etching is 
to bo made from a photograph, tho artist 
goes over the photograph with pen and a 
peculiar ink, known as “transfer ink,” and 
makes a fine drawing of it. 
"W hen this is 
pressed on tho polished zinc plate tho ink 
lines are transferred thereto. 
The ink re­ 
sists the acid that is then poured over the 
plate, while tho acid oats in where there is 
no ink. 
The plate then being fastened to n 
wooden bed is ready to be used in the form. 
W hat have been referred to as stereotypes 
are made by the “swelled gelatine” process. 
A fter the picture has been printed from the 
negative upon tho gelatine, it is placed in 
water, and tho parts not acted upon by 
light, are swollen to a slight degree; from 
this a plaster mould is taken, from which a 
plate is ¡subsequently cast. 
As the depth 
obtained bv this method is but slight, it has 
to bo submitted to the engraver’s skill, to 
deepen the lights, the result, when finished, 
being a stereotype plate of soft type-metal, 
produced partly by photography and partly 
by the engraver’s skill. 
* In the electrotype process the picture ;s 
printed on gelatine prepared in n little dif­ 
ferent way. 
On removing the gelatine 
from the negative, the picturo 
U plainly 
seen, every dot anti line on tho negative 
having been duplicated upon the gelatine 
by the action of light, which renders the 
parts so acted upon insoluble, while the 
portions of gelatine protected by the opacity 
of the negative from the action of light re­ 
main perfectly soluble, and are washed 
away with warm water, leaving tho insolu 
ble portions raised and in relief. 
After .the 
gelatine becomes dry it is fastened to e 
metal plate by means of shellac, and then 
electrotyped. 
' 
These processes are rapid and compara­ 
tively cheap, but, as the drawings must be 
all in lines or dots, they cannot have the 
halftones found in a photograph and are 
not useful in the most artistic work, but for 
newspaper cuts, m any magazines and book 
illustrations, maps, manuscript, drawings, 
music, diplomas and the like they are both 
practical and economical 
PHOTOGRAVURE—HELIOTYPES, 
A finer clast of photo-eng raving is to be 
“i in the photo-g ravure, made by a pro- 
that may be called copper-plate print­ 
ing . 
It is used ex tensively and with ex ­ 
quisite effect in France, bat this has been 
put into practice very Utile in America 
Almost aU the fine work in the mechani­ 


cal reproduction of pictures in this country 
has been accomp’.M>ed by the u» o of gete- 
tin« . 
Hundred, of the wlork,1° ' 
m uster, have been reproduced here, and 
book illustration ho.i*en iromen^lyhedped, 
not to # i*eak of many minor ways in whitn 
good work lias been done. 
XIost print, from gelatine are either hello- 
tvnes 
albertypes, or autoglyphs, slight 
variation, in method, give pictureitaow 
bv Other names, such as photoindotint an 1 
artotype. 
In the heliotype procc« a » W.n 
or sheet of gelatine i. put under the n.ga- 
tivo in a printing frame. 
The sunlight 
naming through the light portions of the 
negative (the darks of the original) hardens 
the gelatine beneath, making it more or leas 
imnervdou. to water. 
Then thi, gelatine 
“.kin" i. put on n tine ba» e, much as a boy 
nuts his leather “sucker 
on a stone. 
The 
plate of zinc with a gelatine surface thus 
formed l, put in the hellotype prcss and 
the printing 
g o es on. 
Of this 
the secret is the aversion of greasy ink for 
moistened gelatine. 
Upon sponging the 
plate, the parts of the gelatine soac in 
water just in proportion to their bn n in e^ 
Then the greasy ink from tho roller adheres 
to the parts of the gelatine just in propor- 
tion to their moisture. 
In both the albertypc and the autoglyph 
process tho gelatine film Is thinner, and 
Instead of being without a bMe. when 
printed under the negative, is attached to a 
base from the very start of the process, 
in 
the albertype process the gelatine film is 
flowed over a glass plate; in the autoglyph 
process it is flowed over a polished copper 
plate 
The pictures producod by these pro* 
c<sses differ little in general 
character, 
being soft and delicate, while those pro­ 
duced by the heliotype process are brilliant 
and strong. 
Tho greatest expense in ail 
three processes is caused by the lack of 
durability in the gelatine plate. 
Only a 
few score of pictures can be printed from a 
ringlo p’ate. 
Then, too, by far the greater 
part of the printing must be done by hand, 
tow er presses can be used for some grades 
of work, but have not yet been perfected 
enoug h to give the moat satisfactory results. 
—Boston Globe.
